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The Kitchen Garden. 


Every farmer and every other head of a 
family having a garden plat, should arrange 
fora good kitchen garden. An eighth of 
an acre devoted to this object and well cared 
for, will pay more profit than any full 
acre on the farm in field crops. The 
question often arises at this season when 
preparation is being made for sowing the 
seed, what vegetables to grow and what 
varieties of each? As to the first question, 
something must depend upon the soil and 
situation of the garden and something upon 
the likes and dislikes of the family; as to 
the varieties or sorts, the numerous cata- 
logues of seedsmen, furnish much valuable 
information. For early vegetables, a light 
soil and a sunny situation are essential, 
but such soils are not adapted to mid and 
late summer crops on account of their 
liability to suffer from drought. A clay 
loam retains more moisture and hence it 
will be longer in becoming fit to work in 
the spring, but it will prodace later crops 
and is especially well adapted to celery, 
cabbage, &. 

We recommend a good variety of vegeta- 
bles, and in some cases it may be well to 
cultivate both early and later sorts in 
order to prolong the season. There may 
be those of our readers who do not have 
access to seedsmen’s catalogues and for the 
benefit of such, we append a list of the 
more common kinds of garden vegetables, 
and some of the varieties which have done 
well with us: 


Beete—Early Blood ‘Turnip, White 
Sugar, etc. 
Beans—Valentine, White Wax. White 


Marrowfat, Improved Lima, etc. 
Cabbage—Early York, Savoy and Drum- 
heal. 
Carrots—Long Orange, Early Scarlet. 
Sweet Corn—Early Minnesota, Stowell’s 


Evergreen. 
Cucumbers—Early Prolific, Early Frame 
and Long Green. 
Melons—Cantaloupe, Netted, Casaba, 
etc., and Mountain Sweet, Icing and other 
watermelons. 


For cucumbers, melons, squashes, etc., 
the rows should be eight feet apart. 

Onions—Yellow Danvers, White Globe 
and Wethersfield. 


Parsnips—Sugar or Hollow Crown. 

Peas—American Wonder, Blue Peter, 
Carter’s McLain‘s Little Gem,—all dwarf, 
and as good as the taller varieties, and 
much less trouble in cultivating. 

Potatoes—Early Ohio, Beauty of Hebron, 
Burbanks, etc. 

Squashes—Early Scallop, Turban, Hub- 
bard, Winter Crook Neck. ete. 

Tomatoes—Acme, Paragon and Trophy. 

In addition to the above more common 
list, there are certain specialties, which 
should not be overlooked nor neglected. 
Every garden should have its asparagus 
bed, even though it be of limited size. A 
very small bed will be sufficient for one 
family. This is one of the earliest of our 
spring vegetables, and among the most 
nutritious, wholesome and palatable. It 
is as easy to grow as potatoes. Asparagus 
plants are raised by sowing either in Sep- 
tember or April, according to whether it is 
spring or autumn sown. The seed bed 
should be composed of good, rich soil, well 
pulverized, and liberally dressed with well- 
rotted manure. An ounce of seed will 
produce a thousand plants, and should be 
thinly sown in drills twelve inches apart 
and an inch in depth. The bed should be 
kept clear of weeds by oft repeated hoe- 
ings. If well cared for, when a year old 
the plants will be ee pie, fied trans- 
plast into permanent when 
well prepared and well attended to, will 
continue to produce shoots for twenty 
years. It should be dressed every year 
with well rotted manure, and should also 
receive an occasional dressing of common 
salt. 

Celery is another of the vegetables which 
is becoming to be regarded as indispen- 
sable, not more on account of its fine flavor 
than for its medicinal properties. Celery 
isa native of Eutope and belongs to the 
great family of umbelliferous plants; it is 
allied to lovage, parsley, anise, coriander, 
caraway, &c.; its odor and taste are much 
like thoseof the lovage. Celery is regarded 
as very beneficial to rheumatic subjects 
and by some as really a specific. ‘This 
plant wants a cool, moist situation and the 
seed should be sown in drills, in well 
pulverized soil, and as early in April as the 
season will permit. After sowing the seed, 
the soil above them should be firmed 
either with the feet or a board. When two 
or three inches high, the young plants 
should be transplanted to a nursery bed, 
tour to six inches apart each way, the soil

does not germinate, and it should be thickly 
sown. This plant is quite hardy, and like 
the parenip may be left in the ground 
during the winter, but to have a winter 
supply, @ sufficient quantity should be 
taken up in late autumn and stowed in 
moist sand or earth in acool, dry cellar. 
The shoots that spring up from the roots 
that have been left in the ground during 
the winter, are often cut and used as 
asparagus, which they somewhat resemble 
in flavor. There is a popular idea that 
this vegetable is peculiarly suited to per- 
sons suffering from pulmonary diseases. 
In flavor as stated, it resembles the oyster, 
and treated the same it makes a very 
palatable dish. we 
Spring Cleaning. 

The house-cleaning season is not a pleas- 
ant one, but it is as inevitable as the calls 
of the tax-gatherer and as imexorable as 
death. Come it will and come it has, and 
there is no alternative but to attend to its 
demands. Spring cleaning is not confined 
to the interior of the house, nor can we by 
any fair means escape to the field, the 
shop or the office, and throw the whole 
burden upon the women folks. There is 
much heavy work such as moving stoves, 
taking up and whipping carpets and clean- 
ing cellars, which requires the muscular 
powers of a man to perform and he must 
attend to it. ‘This season also requires 
much out-of-door cleaning and cleaning 
which properly belongs to the men-folks, 
and which cannot be neglected. During 
the long winter and spring, filth has been 
accumulating in various places around the 
premises, filth that was entirely harmless 
during the reign of the frost-king, but 
which will surely breed pestilence and 
death if permitted to remain where it is 
after the advent of warm weather. 

There is no doubt that much of the sick- 
ness that prevails during the summer sea- 
son, especially that of a malarial or con- 
tagious character, is entirely due to neglect 
in cleansing thoroughly the premises in 
the spring and in keeping them so. In the 
spring, our cellars, sinks, yards, styes, 
hen-houses and out-houses are necessarily 
filthy, and from pure thoughtlessness no 
doubt, these places are often neglected by 
many, until in the course of the season, 
they have become too offensive for endur- 
ance and perhaps have poisoned the whole 
family. All bones, the remains of dead 
fowls and animals, and all animal and 
vegetable matter which may have accumu- 
lated around the premises during the 
winter, should now be put into the compost 
heap, and worked up into dressing. No 
farmer can understand how materially the 
utilizing of all these substances will add to 
his stock of dressing until he has tried it. 
He is thus benefitted in two ways; by their 
removal he secures immunity from being 
poisoned by their deadly emanations, and 
by composting them with lime, ashes, stable 
manure etc., he adds fertility to his farm 
and secures a corresponding increase of 
crops. 

But after all the surface filth has been 
removed, the ground will be more or less 
poisoned, and before the impurities are 
removed by growing vegetation, and in 
places where vegetation does not spring 
up, it may be found necessary to counteract 
the effects of the poison by means of dis- 
infectants, There are several remedies for 
this bad, unhealthy condition of things 
that can be easily applied. The first is to 
put a pint of the liquor of chloride of zinc 
in a bucketful of water, and one pound of 
chloride of lime in another bucketful of 
water, add and sprinkle over the place 
where decayed vegetable matter has lain. 
For this purpose nothing surpasses it; 
indeed, it is a perfect deodorizer. The 
second is to take four pounds of sulphate 
of iron or copperas and dissolve it in a 
bucketful of water. This will in most 
cases prove a sure remedy in destroying all 
offensive odors. The third is to take 
simple chloride of lime and sprinkle in 
damp cellars, over dirty yards, &c. These 
chemicals can be purchased at any drug- 
gist’s, and are not expensive. A man who 
neglects these things, and thereby invites 
an invasion of disease and death, is morally, 
if not legally, guilty of a very grave offence, 
not only against his family but against the 
entire community which is liable to suffer 
thereby. Bei 

Proper Handling of Woel. 

Sheep-shearing time is near at hand and 
the following extracts from “Farm Talk” 
in the Wheeling (Va.) Register will bear 
a careful perusal : ‘The wool of this section 
stands at the bead of the markets of the 
world. Inall Eastern wool market reviews, 
“Ohio, Pennsylvania, and Weet Virginia” 
wool stands at the head in the list of quota- 
tions. It is not too much to say, that it is 
losing that precedence both as to character 
and condition, and other wools are taking 
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Whose fault is this? We ask the grower, 
he tells you that ‘“‘wool is wool. My 
neighbors tie up all their locks and loose, 
dead and dirty wool in their fleeces, and 
they get just as much a pound asI do. I 
used to keep out everything, but found I 
was losing every year; began to think it 
made no differance to the buyers, so I do 
as my neighbors. When the buyers make 
the right discrimination, I will put up my 
wool clean.” Buyers complain and begin 
to say: *‘We cannot make any discrimina- 
tion; one lotis better worth 40 cents than 
another is worth 35 cents; but when we 
pay 40 cents, then every other grower 
must have 40 cents; so we pay 38 and get 
the wool as we go.” The blame is thrown 
back on the farmer, being one of that class 
we have but to say that the wild wool-buy- 
ers and wicked wool-growers do the mis- 
chief and seem to control the wool-trade, 
one wild-buyer coming in will spoil the 
buying in a whole section, and one dishon- 
est and careless wool-grower, bragging 
what he got for his heavy and half-washed, 
greasy and gummy, dirty and dung, locked- 
wool will corrupt a whole neighborhood. 
Wool is grown for money and wool-grow- 
ers arehuman. By co-operation and de- 
termination only can this be remedied, 
unless this false system be allowed to run 
its course, but while it is doing this, the 
character and reputation of our fine wools 
are passing away. It is better to keep 
what we have got than to attempt to regain 
it after it is lost.” 


Points in Butter Making. 


A correspondent of an English agricult- 
ural Journal remarks that there are three 
things which effect the taste of butter and 
its capacity to keep—the food of the cow, 
the method of setting the milk, and the 
system of making. In England butter is 
made from loppered or soured cream, and 
this system is still taught, but is radically 
wrong. It is never so sweet as when 
made from separated cream or purely sweet 
new cream. Bad herbage or food of other 
kinds must effect the taste. A damp dairy 
exposed to drains or smells also effects its 
quality in a vital manner. But the method 
of making has also much to do with the 
quality and quantity. I have seen it made 
in various countries in Europe where the 
district is famed for sweet butter, and 
everywhere the makers treat their subject 
as an art, and reap results accordingly. 
When. everything is ready and the cream 
well stirred, it should be poured into the 
churn, its temperature being about 58 de- 
grees, or from this to 61 degrees, and to 
test it a thermometer should always be 
used. Ifthe dairy is adegree or two below 
these figures the cream will be all right; if 
it is too low the cream may be removed to 
a warmer apartment until it has reached 
the required temperature. Some people 
add warm water, but it is dangerous to 
raise the temperature suddenly or too many 
degrees at once. Small churns are some- 
times placed in pans of hot and cold water, 
according to the season, but in summer 
very early mornings will be found the very 
best for churning. Very cold water or ice 
should never be added, for the temperature 
excited is not then regular. The cream be- 
ing regular, @turning should commence, 
and whether it be hand, horse, or steam 
power, the action should be regular, say 
45 revolutions a minute. At first the churn 
should be ventilated a few times, or it will 
take longer in coming, that is, unless the 
churn is self-ventilating. It is best to use 
those which, like the barrel or the swing, 
act upon the whole of the cream at once, 
instead of only apart. Hence small beat- 
ers or dashers are objectionable. A churn 
should never be filled too full; it may be 
used for a small quantity, but never for an 
extra large quantity of cream, and if half 
filled, and no more, will do very well. 
Whatever the churn, the butter takes long- 
er to come at some seasons of the year 
than at others, while sweet cream churns 
quicker than sour cream, and clotted cream 
much quicker than either.

Lynx Canadensis. 


Recently observing the track of the 
Loupcervier or Canada Lynx in a large 
swamp inthe town of Bethel, Maine, re- 
mirfis me of the long ago hunting of this 
animal among the ly Lakes, and of 
which I propose to speak in this paper;

This animal has a large cat head, large 
yellow staring eyes, long limbs, short tail 
tipped with black, body about three feet 
long, large feet, nearly rouud, with long 
retractile toe nails, the hind feet nearly 
nine inches long, bottoms of feet covered 
with fur, ears two inches long tipped with 
tufts of black hair, a large bunch of black 
whiskers under his jaws, long, sharp teeth, 
and altogether a savage looking fellow. 
The color of this lynx is a beautiful grey 
in winter, except under the body, which is 
t, nearly white, and on the back a wavy 
black, making a beautiful fur, which is used 
in this country for ladies outside wear, and 
compares favorably with the richness of 
the sealskin sacque.

This animal is sometimes confounded 
with the Rufus Lynx, (Felis rufa) a smaller 
species of the “Felidz” family. This little 
animal vulgarly called ** wild cat,” bob cat,” 
ete., is about one-third the size of the 
Canada lynx, and inhabits the open country

Teaching Calves to Drink. 


That story told in the last Farmer 
about the Englishman's attempt to teach a 
calf to drink, was truly amusing, but per- 
haps similar scenes may have been en- 
acted in our own country. And the com- 
ments by the American Dairyman were 
appropriate, but having had a long experi- 
ence in teaching calves to drink, I have 
thought that some more particular sug- 
gestions might be beneficial to new begin- 
ners. Although now over seventy-six 
years of age, I have this spring, without 
any help to hold them, taught five to drink, 
and four out of the five, drank readily the 
second time; that is, better than the aver- 
age, but it is seldom that there is much 
trouble. As was said by the Dairyman re- 
ferred to, there is much difference in 
adaptibility of calves to learn, and it seems 
to me, as arule they learn easier now than 
torty years ago, whether thoroughbred or 
scrub, and I have known some calves that 
would not live by drinking, one or two 
which died, and oars upon being put back 
to the cow, came up and did well, but I 
should not recommend raising such ones; 
they are scarce, perhaps one in a hundred 
in my experience. The first thing in order 
to teach a calf, is to gain its confidence, so 
that it be not afraid. We usually iet the 
cow and calf run together the first twenty- 
four hours, then tie the dam and take the 
calf to her; this is the time to commence 
to handle the calf carefully, and get it to 
suck the fingers,as they will generally 
when taken from the cow, if they have not 
been left too long; when the calf will suck 
the fingers, the battle is half over. Now 
have a place prepared to hold the vessel it 
is to drink out of, so that it shall not be 
tipped over; it should bea foot or more 
above the floor; then coax the calf to the 
milk with the fingers, give him two or 
three fingers and mind to hold thema 
little distance apart, so the milk can read- 
ily flow up between them, and as it gets 
engaged in sucking, gradually work the 
fingers out and let them rest on the end of

Mr. Epiror: In your article on Hy 
Jelly” in No. 22, you state ‘that t 
quality of natural fruit is worth as much 
for the dried product, as are ee 
you mean that the product after it is dried is 
worth as much, I have no questions to raise 
but if you mean that a bushel of first 
orm | natural fruit is worth as much as a 
bushel of second quality of grafts, I think 
you areinerror. I have never evaporated 
grafts enough to answer the question my- 
self, but I have conversed with several that 
have, and they all agree that they get more 
lbs. of stock from grafts thar natural fruit, 
on an average all fruit will vary. One of 
the most profitable points in orchardists 
supplying themselves with a portable fruit 
evaporator, is to enable them to convert 
their second quality apples and those that 
have just become affected by rot in winter, 
into a _—- that will bring the ready 
cash. One gentleman told me last fall that 
in some winters he had been obliged to 
throw away apples, enough in a single 
winter that had just begun to rot, to pay 
for an evaporator, if they had been evap- 
erated. I have operated my evaporator 
two falls, and think it has paid for itself 
each fall, and is still as good as new, appar- 
ently. There is not, in my opinion, any 
machine a farmer can buy that will pay for 
itself so quick and so many times as a 
good portable fruit evaporator.

We referred more especially to the 
quality, and gave the results of our own 
experience. In respect to the amount of 
dried fruit from a bushel of apples, grafts 
differ as well as natives, some sorts produc- 
ing much more than others, and the differ- 
ence often being in favor of the native 
sorts. A native in order to be palatable 
when dried, must be either sweet or sour; 
if it contains too much of the bitter or 
astringent substances, the dried product 
will show the same. The same is true of 
grafted fruit, but we speak of this because 
native fruit is more likely to be bitter or 


astringent than grafts.

«A pent leave to his r tired wife? Don’t 
earn a salary? I should like to know 
what hired help will work and encourage, 
in every way, asthe good, true and faith- 
ful wife. 

Take a widower for instance, with hired 
help; the children in almost every case 
run wild, and the help waste nearly all the 
poor man’s earnings. Now perhaps if that 
Same man had given the same salary to his 
wife, she might have been spared a while 
longer to have cared for him and those 
little children; but she worked and 
scrubbed on with r implements to do 
with, afraid to ask her husband for money 
(of eourse lam speaking of the general 
class, there are exceptions I know); but 
women will work in every way to get 
along with a few household implements, 
and poor at that, when, at the same time, 
if her husband wants a tool of any kind, 
let it cost from ene dollar to twenty, he 
will have it at any rate, while his wife, as 
I said before, is afraid to ask for even fifty 
cents to buy a decent pair of shears ora 
new broom; yes indeed, even when the 
fiour barrel is empty, she even may lie 
awake a night or two, worrying herself 
almost to death, conjecturing how she 
shall let James know about it. Now I call 
a horrid state of things, for a woman to 
have the fear of her husband that she dares 
not tell him when the flour is out, or the 
sugar box empty. Iam not exaggerating 
the case, as too many women can testify. 
I know what Iam talking about, but this 
state of things can, and should be reme- 
died; it can be done in this way: give your 
wife a part of your weekly earnings, or 
give her some money weekly or monthly, 
so that she will not be obl to ask for it, 
if she need anything in the household line. 
A true, faithful wife will not waste one 
cent of your money, I will warrant you 
that, (and there are many such) but will 
supply the wants of the house more eco- 
nomically than you will or can. A woman 
can drive a better bargain with the butcher, 
the baker, and the dry goods man, es- 
pecially the last, than a man can.

The Philadelphia Convention. 

The long contemplated Irish Convention, 
the Object of which was to see what steps 
could be taken looking to Irish Nationality; 
was held in Philadelphia, on Wednesday, 
‘Thursday, and Friday of last week. The 
convention was quite moderate and con- 
servative in its tone, and was very largely 
The address of President Moon- 
ey was temperate, and was based througb- 
out on the idea of constitutional agitation. 
Nowhere did he hint at any approval of 
dynamite methods, He closed by express- 
ing the hope that Mr. Parnell might ‘win 
for Ireland, land-law reform, local self-gov- 
ernment, extension of the franchise, devel- 
opment of industrial interests; and if all 
these were won, the day would surely 
dawn the brighter for the realization of the 
hope that would spring up in every Irish 
heart, that under Heaven’s blessing he 
might still lead on to that best and highest 
goal of national independence.” This is 
the language of national patriotism, such 
as will command the respect and the moral 
endorsement of the great body of American 
public opinion. Some idea of the activity 
of the American branch of the Land 
League is gleaned from the reports pre- 
sented by Father Walsh, the ‘Ireasurer, 
and Secretary Hynes, from which it ap- 
peared that there are 550 local branch 
leagues now enrolled, Massachusetts lead- 
ing with 140, and that from April, 1882, to 
April, 1883, the Secretary had received 
$79,038 from them, of which sum all but a 
balance of $4915 had been transmitted to 
Ireland, part for land league purposes and 
part for the relief of distressed families. 
Each allusion at the convention of a par- 
ticularly stirring nature was received with 
loud and continuous applause. The name 
of Charles Stewart Parnell was the signal 
for tumultuous cheering, while the mention 
of the name of Patrick Egan was greeted 
with yells of approval, many delegates ris- 
ing to their feet, waving their hats and 
cheering loudly. It was announced that 
the Land League of America was not dead 
or dissolved, but endowed with a more 
vigorous life in the new National League, 
so that Charles Stewart Parnell could point 
to 10,000,000 of united Irishmen on the 
American continent. 

The resolutions, which were adopted with 
great enthusiasm, begin with reciting many 
of the self-evident propositions of the Dec- 
laration of Independence; that the English 
government has existed in Ireland, not to 
preserve the lives of the governed, but to 
destroy them; recite the various crimes 
perpetrated, among which is the charge 
that it has forcibly robbed the Irish people 
of the fruits of their own toil, produced by 
their labor; it has buried not a bun- 
dred, not a thousand, but more than a 
million of the Irish race, unshrouded, un- 
coffined, in the grave of hunger; it has 
mercilessly compelled other millions in 
compulsory poverty to seek in alien Iands 
the bread they were entitled to in their own. 
The resolutions further declare that the 
English government in Ireland has not de- 
fended the liberty of the people, but has 
The statutes enacted since 

the invasion amount to a series of coercion 
laws, framed to deprive citizens of all ves- 
tige of personal freedom and reduce them 
to outlawry in order to confiscate their 
property and compel them to flee to foreign 
lands. The laws of Ireland have been 
made in England; representatives, of the 
people have been thrown into prison, inno- 
cent of any crime; the lands are in the 
hands of ravenous monopolists, who have 
drained the country of its money) in the|®!
